Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Cotswold  United 
Districts  for  the  year  1971  as  required  under  the  regulations 
5 (3)  and  15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations 
1959.  Tewkeslbury  Borough,  Cheltenham  Rural  District  and 
Charlton  Kings  Urban  District  are  under  separate  cover. 

Much  of  the  report  deals  with  the  day  to  day  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  this  appears  under  a separate 
report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of  each 
district.  The  statistics  contained  in  the  foreword  to  the  report 
relate  to  the  United  Districts  as  a whole. 

The  total  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s 
mid-year  estimate  has  decreased  being  63,960  compared  with 
64,600  last  year.  The  population  increased  by  440  in  Ciren- 
cester Urban  District,  decreased  by  130  in  Cirencester  Rural 
District,  decreased  by  280  in  North  Cotswold  Rural  District, 
decreased  by  650  in  Northleach  Rural  District,  and  decreased 
by  20  in  Tetbury  Rural  District. 

The  live  ibiirth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  14.5 
compared  with  15.6  in  1970.  There  were  930  live  births  com- 
pared with  952  last  year.  The  number  of  still  births  was  10 
for  1971  compared  with  12  thfc  previous  year.  The  still  birth 
rate  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  was  10.6  compared  with 
12  for  Englmid  and  Wales.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate 
live  births  was  6.5  compared  with  7.8  the  previous  year.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  ^r  1,000  live  births)  was  11.8  com- 
pared with  11.4  the  previous  year,  the  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  was  18.0.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths 
under  four  weeks  per  1,000  live  births)  was  6.4  compared 
with  6.6  for  the  previous  year  and  with  12.0  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  (still  births  and  deaths 
under  one  week  combined  per  1,000  live  and  still  births) 
was  16.8  compared  with  18.8  for  the  previous  year  and  with 
22.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  total  registered  deaths,  699,  compares  with  771  for 
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1970.  The  death  rate  (per  1,000  of  the  population])  was  10.9 
compared  with  1 1.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  certified  as  being  due  to  heart  disease  were 
110  and  96  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  Cancer  caused  132  ^ 

deaths  of  which  37  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs,  32  of  ' 
of  which  were  male.  There  were  42  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  in  1970.  Cerebrovascular  disease  caused  55  deaths. 

There  were  404  notifications  of  infectious  disease,  of  whicn 
363  were  measles.  This  compared  with  496  notifications  for 
the  previous  year.  There  were  3 notifications  of  tuberculosis, 
of  which  2 were  pulmonary,  last  year  7 notifications  were 
received.  There  were  2 deaths  from  tuberculosis  the  same  as 
in  the  previous  year. 

Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  from  one  family  were  noti- 
ng, the  organism  being  salmonella,  and  4 other  cases  ascer- 
tained on  inv^tigation.  All  cases  were  connected  with  a 
farm  and  farming.  No  common  food  eaten  except  for  pos- 
sibly milk.  Investigation  of  milk  herd  and  milk  did  not 
reveal  any  infection.  Two  families  involved.  The  four  child- 
ren with  symptoms  played  together  and  may  have  passed 
on  infection.

Progress  in  housing,  water  supplies  and  sewerage  disposal 
is  detailed  in  the  reports  under  individual  districts.  In  the 
rural  districts,  out  of  a total  of  111  parishes,  106  have  public 
mains  water  available,  and  40^  have  public  sewers  available. 
Most  districts  have  sewerage  schemes  in  the  pipeline. 

Slum  clearance  makes  steady  progress,  but  re-survey  of 
the  rural  areas  will  be  necessary.  There  is  still  a considerable 
need  in  the  area  for  ground-floor  accommodation  for  the 
aged  and  physically  incapacitated.  Most  Councils  now  have 
group  schemes  with  wardens’  accommodation.  These  are 
proving  a great  boon,  and  the  conditions  are  undoubtedly 
prolonging  the  lives  of  old  people,  in  their  own  homes,  instead 
of  being  admitted  to  welfare  accommodation  or  hospital. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  Councils  and  Committee,  and  the 
Clerks  and  other  Officers,  for  their  support  and  encourage- 
ment during  the  year. 

As  always  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  staffs  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
their  co-operation  and  help.

RAINFALL 

During  the  calendar  year  1971,  the  total  recorded  rainfall 
at  the  Shorncote  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  35.06"  and 
the  number  of  “Rain  Days”  was  159. 

The  35-year  average  rainfall  for  Cirencester  (1916-50)  is 
32.18".  The  month  with  the  highest  recorded  rainfall  was 
June  when  5.88"  fell  in  11  days.  The  longest  period  of  con- 
secutive rainfall  was  from  the  12th  to  31st  January,  a total 
of  20  days,  and  the  longest  period  without  recorded  rainfall 
was  from  5th  July  to  16th  July,  a total  of  12  days.  The 
highest  recorded  rainfall  on  one  day  was  1 .04",  this  amount 
falling  on  the  18th  June. 

The  fluoride  content  from  the  Baunton  source  is  0.1  parts 
per  million.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  work  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  1971 . 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  the 
Clerk,  the  Surveyor  and  Officers  in  my  department  and  other 
departments  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year. 

Water  Supply 

Water  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  by 
the  Cotswold  Water  Board  and  an  adequate  and  satisfactory 
supply  has  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

Frequent  samples  of  water  are  taken  by  Officers  of  the 
Water  Board  at  various  premises  in  the  town,  and  copies  of 
all  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  are 
sent  to  this  Department  for  information. 

II  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and  the 
Bacteriological  reports  showed  the  supply  to  be  free  from 
contamination  and  entirely  satisfactory.

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Swininiing  Baths 

The  open  air  swimming  baths  were  in  operation  from  the 
beginning  of  May  until  the  end  of  September  and  again 
proved  to  be  popular.  The  bath  water  continued  to  be  heated 
as  in  previous  years. 

Reservations  were  made  for  schools  during  the  mornings 
until  the  end  of  July  and  during  evenings  for  Police  Officers, 
and  cadets,  and  the  Cirencester  Swimming  Club. 


Sewerage 

No  major  additions  were  made  to  the  system  except  in 
respect  of  extensions  for  new  development. 


Sewage  Disposal 

The  works  continued  to  operate  as  in  past  years  and  no 
sample  of  final  effluent  taken  by  the  Thames  Conservancy 
was  adversely  commented  upon. 

The  standard  of  the  final  effluent  has  always  been  within 
the  permitted  consent. 

During  the  year,  in  conjunction  with  the  Consultant  Eng- 
ineers appointed  for  the  provision  of  the  new  sewage  disposal 
works,  surveys  carried  out  by  means  of  television  cameras  of 
parts  of  existing  sewerage  system  in  order  to  ascertain  points 
of  infiltration.  It  is  hoped  that  detailed  design  of  the  new 
works  will  be  presented  to  the  Council  during  1972.  “ 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  continued  on  a 
weekly  basis  and  disposal  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 

During  the  year  a total  of  258  tons  of  paper  was  collected, 
baled  and  sold  to  the  value  of  £2,847. 


Rag  Stock  Act  1961 

As  a result  of  visits  to  premises  coming  under  the  above 
Act,  none  were  found  to  require  registration. 
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Pet  Animals  Act  1961 

Two  applications  for  re-licensing  and  one  application  for 
a new  licence  were  received  during  the  year.  All  licen^s 
related  to  the  keeping  of  small  pets  such  as  hamsters,  rabbits, 
mice,  guinea  pigs  and  tropical  fish.  Each  shop  premises  was 
inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  licences  were 
issued. 

Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

One  premises  was  fumigated  at  the  request  of  the  owner 
after  the  death  of  an  elderly  occupant. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

During  the  course  of  inspecting  rivers  and  streams  in  the 
district  two  were  found  to  require  cleansing  of  vegetation  in 
order  to  permit  the  free  flow  of  water.  The  streams  were: 

a)  The  Daglingworth  Brook  on  the  West  side  of  the 
Plough  Inn,  Stratton.  The  Brewers  were  called  upon 
and  carried  out  the  necessary  work. 

b)  The  stream  at  the  rear  of  the  Temperance  Hall, 
Thomas  Street.  The  Urban  Council  carried  out  the 
cleansing  work  in  this  case. 

c)  A small  stream  on  the  South  East  side  of  the  town 
was  found  to  be  polluted  by  the  effluent  seeping  from 
a piggery.  The  owner  of  the  piggery  was  called  upon 
to  take  such  steps  as  was  necessary  to  prevent  further 
pollution  and  provide  a satisfactory  method  of  drain- 
age. This  piggery  is  not  now  in  use. 

d)  On  the  South  side  of  the  town  the  Council’s  foul  sewer 
became  surcharged  and  sewage  flowed  over  a storm 
water  weir  into  the  surface  water  ditch  alongside  the 
Cricklade  Road  causing  serious  pollution.  Immediate 
remedial  measures  abat^  the  nuisance. 

Drainage 

Numerous  calls  were  made  upon  the  Department  during 
the  year  for  help  and  advice  on  matters  relating  to  defective 
or  obstructed  drainage  systems  serving  various  properties. 
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The  owners  of  the  properties  were  called  upon  to  carry  out 
remedial  works,  a list  of  which  is  shown  below: — 

8 properties — Drainage  systems  partly  renew  or 
relaid. 

2 Old  and  obsolete  Gorden  Syphons  were  removed 
from  drainage  systems  serving  four  houses. 

In  one  case  a main  4"  foul  drain  serving  two  newly  built 
bungalows  was  opened  up  and  exposed  in  the  road  in  order 
to  remove  an  obstruction!.  On  inspection  the  obstruction  was 
found  to  be  caused  by  a large  piece  of  cement  which  was 
adhering  to  the  inside  of  the  pipe  near  to  the  point  of  con- 
nection with  the  Public  Sewer  and  as  a result  part  of  the  drain 
had  to  be  renewed. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  contacting  the 
builder  of  the  bungalows  as  he  lived  out  of  town  and  remedial 
works  were  carried  out  by  the  Council  in  default.  A docu- 
ment was  eventually  signed  by  the  person  responsible  author- 
ising the  Council  to  proceed  with  the  work  in  the  emergency. 


Dangerous  Buildings 

As  a result  of  routine  inspections  or  complaints  from  mem- 
bers of  the  public  1 1 owners  of  property  were  called  upon 
to  carry  out  such  work  as  was  necessary  to  render  certain 
buildings  and  structures  safe. 

The  following  is  a list  of  conditions  dealt  with: —

2 — Loose  and  dangerous  stonework  to  chimney  stack  in  danger 
of  collapsing  on  to  the  pavement. 

1 — Broken  and  falling  glass  from  dormer  windows,  falling  onto 
pavement. 

5— Loose  and  dangerous  brickwork  or  stonework  to  boundary 
wall  adjacent  to  common  path  or  pavement. 

1 —  Defective  and  dangerous  structure  and  roof  to  derelict 
garage  adjacent  to  road.

All  owners  concerned  co-operated,  remedial  works  were 
executed  and  the  buildings  or  structures  made  safe. 
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Clean  Air  Act  1956 

During  the  year  complaints  from  several  occupiers  of  a 
large  building  let  as  separate  offices  and  a social  club  were 
made  about  the  noxious  fumes  penetrating  the  building  from 
a central  heating  boiler  in  the  basement.  On  investigation  at 
several  different  times  it  was  found  that: — 

1.  Combustion  gases  were  escaping  via  an  ill  fitting 
furnace  fire  door. 

2.  There  appeared  to  be  an  incorrect  use  of  the  main 
flue  damper. 

3.  The  solid  fuel  being  used  did  not  appear  to  suit  the 
particular  type  of  furnace. 

4.  When  the  furnace  fire  door  had  been  made  to  fit 
properly,  the  type  of  solid  fuel  changed  and  a cor- 
rect use  of  the  main  flue  damper  maintained  no 
further  complaints  were  received. 

An  apphcation  to  install  a large  oil  fired  hot  water  heating 
system  in  the  new  swimming  baths  was  received  from  the 
Council’s  Architects.  As  the  boiler  output  exceeded  1^  mil- 
lion Btu.  per  hour  the  Urban  Council  were  required  to 
calculate  a corrected  chimney  height  in  accordance  with 
the  memorandum  issued  by  the  A^nistry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government.  This  was  done  and  the  Architects  were 
advised  of  the  correct  height. 

Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act 

Nuisances  at  77  properties  were  observed  during  the  year 
and  70  were  abated  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Many  nuisances  came  to  the  notice  of  the  department  as  a 
result  of  complaint  from  members  of  the  public  and  all  cases 
were  investigated  and  owners  or  occupiers  were  called  upon 
to  abate  same. 

The  following  is  a list  of  items  which  came  under  the  above 
heading: — 

Housing  defects,  such  as  plaster  and  woodwork. 

Defective  and  leaking  roof. 

Broken  eaves  or  downspouts. 

Defective,  perished  broken  stonework  to  structure. 

Defective  and  obstructed  drainage  systems. 

Flooding  of  Cellars. 

Burning  of  offensive  material  giving  rise  to  objectionable 
odours,  etc. 
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Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970 

Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Restaur- 
ants, Cafes  and  General  Food  shops  situated  in  the  Urban 
District.  At  35  premises  the  occupiers  were  required  to  carry 
out  work  under  the  above  regulations.  A summary  of  such 
work  is  shown  below: —

The  Brewers  were  very  co-operative  with  regard  to  the 
works  called  for  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  wash- 
hand  'basins  and  hot  and  cold  water.  In  every  case  a wash- 
hand  basin  with  hot  and  cold  water  was  already  in  each  of  the 
above  nine  premises,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  the 
majority  of  Public  Houses  food  is  prepared  in  the  kitchen 
for  sale  and  consumption  in  the  bar  the  existing  washhand 
basins  were  not  considered  to  be  reasonably  accessible. 
Decorative  work  and  repairs  were  completed  at  5 prenuses 
during  the  year.  New  windows  made  to  open  were  provided 
in  the  skittle  alley  as  mentioned  in  this  report  and  washhand 
basins  with  a supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  were  installed  at 
3 premises. 

Orders  for  the  rest  of  the  work  outstanding  had  already 
been  given  and  it  was  anticipated  that  all  work  would  be 
completed  early  in  1972. 

Noise  Abatement 

Only  two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from 
the  occupiers  of  two  houses  situated  near  to  a factory  pre- 
mises in  the  centre  of  the  town.  Recordings  were  taken  during 
the  late  evening  when  the  noise  was  prc^uced.  No  nuisance 
was  recorded  or  observed. 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  1964 

During  the  year  one  new  application,  one  transfer  applica- 
tion and  two  renewals  were  received  by  the  Department.  All 
the  premises  involved  were  inspected  several  times  during 
the  year  and  no  contravention  under  the  above  Act  were 
found. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960 

A renewal  of  an  application  to  site  two  caravans  on  land 
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attached  to  a detached  Guest  House  on  the  astern  side  of 
the  town  was  received  by  the  Urban  Council.  After  consent 
had  been  given  by  the  Planning  Authority  a site  Licence  was 
issued  by  the  Council. 

The  unauthorised  stationing  of  a caravan  in  the  yard  of 
an  old  factory  on  the  Southern  side  of  the  town  was  required 
to  be  removed  and  the  entrance  to  the  factory  yard  made  un- 
enterable  for  vehicles. 


Game  Dealers  Licences 

Two  applications  from  established  firms  in  the  town,  for 
licences  under  the  above  Act  were  received  by  the  Depart- 
ment. Both  premises  were  inspected,  found  to  be  satisfactory 
and  Licences  were  issued  accordingly. 


Registration  of  Food  Premises 

No  premises  were  found  or  applications  received  requiring 
registration  under  Section  16  of  The  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
1955. 


Ice  Cream  Shops 

Two  applications  to  be  registered  for  the  sale  of  prepacked 
Ice  Cream  were  received.  One  referred  to  a Filling  Station 
and  one  to  a Wine  shop.  Both  premises  were  inspected  and 
found  to  be  satisfactory  having  all  the  necessary  amenities, 
accordingly  Registration  Certificates  were  issued. 


Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations  1966 

Many  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  traders  coming 
under  the  above  Regulations.  Three  stall  holders  were  re- 
quire to  wear  clean  washable  overalls,  two  traders  were 
required  to  conspicuously  and  legibly  display  their  names 
and  addresses  and  one  was  required  to  provide  a washhand 
basin  with  hot  and  cold  water  and  a first  aid  box.  Several 
visits  were  necessary  in  order  to  persuade  the  traders  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations. 
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Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1959 

One  application  for  registration  as  a distributor  of  milk 
was  received  from  a small  general  provisions  shop.  An  inspec- 
tion revealed  a very  clean  and  tidy  little  shop  with  all  neces- 
sary amenities  and  accordingly  a registration  certificate  was 
issued. 

One  dairy  company  persistently  used  a vehicle  not  bearing 
the  name  and  address  of  the  company.  During  the  course  of 
several  visits  to  the  Dairy  Company  Office  it  was  learned 
that  a take-over  was  imminent.  The  new  Dairy  Company 
has  all  its  vehicles  bearing  the  required  name  and  address. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 

During  the  year  a total  of  10  complaints  about  foodstuffs 
were  received  from  members  of  the  Public.  The  complaints 
were  about: — 

1.  A lardy  cake  containing  a tin  tack. 

2.  Two  tins  of  Ham  and  Chicken  Roll  allegedly  causing  sick- 
ness. 

3.  A Chicken  and  Bacon  Pie  of  doubtful  age. 

4.  A tin  of  Powdered  Milk  (Baby  Food)  tasting  peculiar. 

5.  A small  jar  bf  Fish  Paste  tasting  even  more  peculiar. 

6.  Tin  of  Evaporated  Milk  full  of  black  specks. 

7.  Tin  of  Evapoirated  Milk  full  of  . . . water. 

8.  Packet  of  Chicken  Chow  Mien  iwith  Crispy  Noodles  and  a 
fragment  of  glass. 

9.  A Cunry  Lunch  embellished  Avith  a small  piece  of  knotted 
string. 

Each  complaint  was  fully  investigated.  Where  necessary 
the  retailers  or  wholesalers  or  manufacturers  were  inter- 
viewed. The  help  of  the  Public  Analyst  was  sought  in  deter- 
mining the  fitness  of  the  two  tins  of  Chicken  and  Ham  Roll, 
the  tin  of  Powdered  Milk,  the  jar  of  Fish  Paste  and  the  tin 
of  Evaporated  milk  with  black  specks. 

After  considering  all  the  facts  relative  to  each  complaint 
the  Council  were  reluctant  to  institute  legal  proceedings, 
nevertheless  warning  letters  were  sent  to  ^ch  party  con- 
cerned stating  that  should  there  be  a further  similar  complaint 
of  their  product  then  the  Council  may  well  institute  legal 
proceedings  as  laid  down  in  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.

Unsound  Food 


During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Department  was  called 
upon  to  examine  the  varied  foods,  as  detailed,  at  shops  in 
the  town.  On  finding  the  food  unfit  for  humani  consumption 
it  was  voluntarily  surrendered  to  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment by  the  shopkeepers. 

Accidental  mechanical  or  electrical  breakdown  of  the  large 
freezer  display  cabinets  in  many  shops  causes  the  spoilage  of 
much  prepacked  food  so  rendering  it  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption.

It  is 
hoped  that  this  experiment  will  save  both  time  and  money 
and,  if  successful,  it  is  capable  of  expansion.

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Water  Supplies 

During  the  year,  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  carried  out 
the  following  work  in  the  district. 

New  mains  were  laid  to  serve  existing  properties  in  Ampney 
Crucis,  iBrimpsfield,  Daglingworth,  Fairford,  Kemble  and 
South  Cerney.  Branch  mains  were  laid  to  serve  private  enter- 
prise housing  development  in  Hatherop  Lane,  Fairford,  Hill 
View,  North  Cerney,  Station  Road,  South  Cerney  and  Lake- 
side, Fairford.  A 3”  main  was  laid  to  serve  the  area  of  the 
Spine  Road  and  the  Cotswold  Marina. 

In  all,  a total  of  4,777  yards  of  new  mains  was  completed. 


Water  Samples 

Reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  on  distribution  and 
from  sources  were  received  regularly  from  the  Cotswold 
• Water  Board.  Sixty-seven  samples  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  were  satisfactory. 

Nineteen  samples  were  taken  from  Estate  supplies  for  bac- 
teriological examination;  12  were  satisfactory  and  7 unsatis- 
factory. Two  samples  taken  for  chemical  examination  were 
satisfactory. 

Of  26  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from 
sources  serving  individual  prop)erties,  12  were  satisfactory 
and  14  unsatisfactory.  Five  samples  were  submitted  for 
chemical  examination,  4 were  satisfactory  and  1 unsatisfac- 
tory. 

Action  was  taken  in  appropriate  cases  to  secure  necessary 
improvement.

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Sewerage 

The  extensions  to  the  Fairford  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
were  completed  during  the  year.  _ 

Joint  discussions  with  the  Urban  District  Council  in 
respect  of  the  propiosed  new  disposal  works  at  Shorncote 
continued  and  included  reservation  of  disposal  capacity  there 
for  future  sewerage  in  the  Rural  District  including  develop- 
ments in  the  Water  Park  area. 

A new  sewerage  agreement  with  the  Urban  Council  was 
concluded  enabling  the  Secretary  for  the  Environment  to 
approve  the  Siddington  and  Preston  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  Northleach  'Rural  Distria  Council  requested  that  a 
reservation  Ibe  made  of  15,000  gallons  per  day  in  the  Quening- 
ton  Sewerage  Scheme  to  cater  for  Coin  St.  Aldwyns  and  it 
was  decided  that  sewage  from  the  Quenington/Coln  St. 
Aldwyns  area  should  be  pumped  to  the  extended  Fairford 
Works  for  treatment. 

The  'owner  of  'the  land  required  for  the  proposed  sewage 
disposal  works  aft  Kemble  agreed  to  sell. 

The  septic  tank  emptying  service  continued  to  operate 
during  the  year.  Five  hundred  and  forty-seven  private  tanks 
were  emptied,  amounting  to  la  total  of  728,600  gallons.  In 
addition,  223,000  gallons  were  removed  from  Council  tanks. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  refuse  collection  service  throughout  the  district 
continued  to  run  smoothly,  a total  of  4,711  tons  having  been 
collected  compared  with  5,077  tons  in  1970. 

Disposal  continiued  to  take  place  by  controlled  tipping 
in  the  disused  stone  quarry  at  'Fosse  Cross. 

During  the  year,  a fitter  was  appointed  so  that  more  of 
the  maintenance  of  Council  vehicles  and  equipment  can  be 
carried  out  at  the  Depoit. 

In  addition  to  refuse  from  the  district,  2,827  tons  from 
Northleach  Rural  District  were  disposed  of  by  agreement. 

PEST  CONTROL 

Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949. 
have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  by  a part-time 
Rodent  Operator,  shared  with  the  Cirencester  Urban  District 
Council. 
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One  hundred  and  eighty-eight  Farms  and  Holdings  have 
been  inspected,  930  dwelling  houses  and  165  business  pre- 
mises. In  addition  to  Council  property,  treatments  have  been 
carried  out  at  '159  dwelling  houses.  Insect  ipests  have  also 
been  dealt  with.

1971  saw  continued  progress  in  the  Council’s  En.viron- 
mental  Health  Programme,  with  the  completion  of  the 
Bibury  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  and  the 
preparation  of  plans  for  General  Needs  Houses  at  Andovers- 
ford  and  Old  Persons  Bungalows  at  Bibury. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  death  of  Col. 
R.  S.  S.  Meade,  a past  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  its 
Committees.  During  his  Chairmanship  the  work  and  support 
he  gave  to  the  Council  in  general  and  this  department  in 
particular  was  unstinting. 

I must  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  confidence  throughout  the  year;  the  other  Chief 
Officers  for  their  assistance  and  finally  to  my  Staff  without 
whose  help  and  continued  effort  this  report  would  not  have 
been  possible.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Cotswold  Water  Board  supply  a public  water  supply 
to  every  Parish  in  the  Council’s  area  with  the  exception  of 
Vanworth,  which  has  a private  estate  supply. 

Good  relations  are  maintained  with  the  Board  and 
copies  of  all  bacteriological  samples  taken  by  the  Board  are 
received  in  this  office.

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SEWAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  existing  village  schemes  are  at  Andoversford.  Bibuty, 
Northleach  and  Sherborne.  They  continued  to  produce  satis- 
factory effluents  and  no  adverse  comments  were  received 
from  the  Thames  Conservancy. 

WITHINGTON 

'Because  of  the  imminence  of  Local  Government  Reorgan- 
isation it  is  unlikely  that  any  major  scheme  will  be  provided 
for  this  village.  The  small  plant  serving  the  Council  Houses 
and  one  or  two  private  properties  is  functioning  as  well  as 
can  be  expected.

A capital  contribution  has  been  offered  to 
them  to  make  provision  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  from 
Coin  St.  Aldwyns.  It  is  not  yet  known  when  the  scheme  is  to 
commence. 

EASTLEACH  AND  SOUTHROP 

The  Council  have  instructed  their  Consultant  Engineers 
to  prepare  a scheme  for  these  two  villages  and  the  hamlet 
of  Fyfield. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Works  Study  Scheme  the  standard 
of  service  to  the  ratepayer  has  risen  considerably  and  in 
general  the  scheme  has  been  highly  successful.  A back  door 
collection  is  provided  for  the  elderly  and  infirm,  the  remain- 
der of  the  district  having  either  a weekly  or  fortnightly  kerb- 
side  collection. 

There  are  no  refuse  tips  operated  by  the  Council,  all  refuse 
being  deposited  at  Fosse  Cross  which  is  maintained  by  the 
Cirencester  Rural  District  Council.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  Cherington  and  Avening  the  whole 
district  is  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  Bristol  Waterworks 
Company.  Avening  and  Cherington  are  in  the  statutory  area 
of  the  North  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Board. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  iBristol  Waterworks  Company 
contains  no  more  than  a trace  of  fluoride. 

Of  the  13  parishes  10  have  public  water  supplies  and  the 
remaining  3 are  supplied  as  follows: — 
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Ashley  has  a private  mains  supply  in  the  hamlet  of  Cul- 
kerton  which  is  fairly  satisfactory.  Ashley  is  supplied  by  3 
private  boreholes. 

Ozleworth  relies  on  private  supplies  which  are  fairly 
satisfactory. 

Westonbirt-with-Lasborough  has  a good  private  supply 
run  by  Westonbirt  School  and  affords  a piped  supply  to  all 
the  parish  except  Lasborough  which  has  a separate  piped 
supply. 

Water  Samples 

A total  of  13  water  samples  were  taken  from  private  and 
public  supplies  of  which  8 were  satisfactory  and  5 unsatis- 
factory. 

Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  area  but  the 
private  swimming  pool  owned  by  Westonbirt  School  is  open 
to  the  public  during  the  school  summer  holidays.  The  stand- 
ard of  treatment  and  maintenance  is  very  satisfactory.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Tetbury 

The  Tetbury  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  maintained 
fairly  satisfactorily  during  the  year  despite  the  fact  that  it  is 
serving  something  over  300  persons  more  than  the  design 
figure  of  3,300  in  1960/61. 

Only  by  using  a small  area  of  land  at  the  southern  end  of 
the  works  for  humus  tank  irrigation  during  the  summer 
months  is  it  possible  to  achieve  a reasonable  standard  of 
effluent.  During  the  winter  infiltration  is  frequently  in  excess 
of  the  soil  flow  and  the  slightest  rainfall  causes  premature 
discharge  from  the  storm  water  overflow  weirs.  TTie  storm- 
water overflow  arrangements  are  quite  inadequate. 

The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  have  prepared  a scheme 
for  the  reconstruction  and  enlargement  of  these  works,  hav- 
ing special  regard  to  the  need  for  providing  drainage  systems 
for  Shipton  Moyne,  Beverstone,  Kingscote,  Doughton  and 
Long  Newnton,  all  of  which  could  be  drained  to  Tetbury.  A 
local  enquiry  was  held  last  year  and  approval  was  received 
early  in  the  New  Year. 

32  new  connections  were  made  to  the  Tetbury  sewage 
system  during  the  year. 

Aveniiig  and  Cherington 

The  sewerage  system  and  works  serving  these  parish^ 
have  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year  but  if 
the  proposed  development  of  land  in  the  centre  of  the  village 
of  Avening  materialises  it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  out  some 
reconstruction  of  the  works. 

Didmarton  and  Leighterton 

The  combined  scheme  for  these  two  parish^  was  main- 
tained satisfactorily  during  the  year.  2 properties  were  con- 
nected during  the  year. 

Shipton  Moyne 

The  drainage  arrangements  in  this  village  are  most  unsatis- 
factory due  to  domestic  drainage  being  connected  to  the  old 
street  drain  and  culvert,  the  outfall  of  which  discharges  in 
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front  of  Hodges  Bam.  The  only  solution  is  the  provision  of  a 
proper  drainage  scheme. 

The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  have  prepared  a scheme 
for  the  village  which  includes  a pumping  main  to  the  recon- 
structed Tetbury  sewage  works.  Approval  of  this  scheme 
together  with  the  reconstruction  of  the  Tetbury  sewage 
works  was  received  during  the  year. 

Other  Parishes 

These  are  dealt  with  fairly  satisfactorily  by  septic  tanks 
but  difficulties  have  arisen  in  Beverstone  and  Kingscote  vil- 
lages where  adequate  land  is  often  unavailable  for  subsoil 
irrigation  treatment  of  effluent.

During  the  year  62  cartons  of  yoghourt  were  condemned 
together  with  791  packs  of  assorted  frozen  focds  as  the  result 
of  a breakdown  in  a refrigerated  display  cabinet.
